This is a plea :for short sermons in our churches. 
I make it not flippantly or irreverently, but in the sincere belief that if 
our ministers tried to say what they have to say as simply and concisely as 
possible, instead of trying to fill a certain set time, we should all get more out 
of otir church-going. 


How often cio you hear a sermon which could not he boiled down to a 
fifteen or twenty minute talk and thereby made more effective? 
"If there is anyv.:hero a. thing said in two sentences that could have been 
a? clearly and as engagingly and as forcibly said in one, then it is amateur 
work." ;t great writer once said. 
That is true of course. But we do not ask the minister to shorten his 


.= ermons merely for the sake of artistry. 
We want him to do it for the sake 


of results, for the purpose of holding the attention of his hearers every 
minute anc; of leaving a simple, clear-cut impression. 


A minister has a thought. Something impresses him and inspires him. 
Tl:at is the seed of his sermon. Now suppose he were to tell that thought to 
some friend. 
He would put it. in as clean and simple language as possible; 
no would light it up with illustration, and incident perhaps, but he certainly 
wouldn't bury it in rhetoric. 


Aren't a Minister's Congregation His Friends? 
] * 
Well. now. shouldn't a minister's congregation be his friends? 
Shouldn't 
they have the right to have that, thought presented to them in the same sim- * 
pie, friendly fashion? What have they done to deserve that he should offer 
them the thought so completely surrounded by words, so obscured by rhetoric 
by gestures and posturing that oftentimes they don't get it at all? 


What has the congregation done? 
Well, they've put the minister in the 
strait-jacket of a set form. They have prescribed that his sermon shall last a 
f-ertain time and so they g«t a sermon which lasts a certain time, irrespective. 
Let Him Speak Till He Finishes, Then Sit Down. 
Do you know, I think it ivould be beautiful if the minister should stand 
up and speak just as long as it took him to give us his thought simply and 
forcibly and clearly, and then sit down. What would we do with the rest of

Madison, Wis.. Aug. 27.—Recent re- 
ports indicate that in some 
sections 
of the state farmers are 'paying "long 
prices' for supplies of hog 
cholera 
serum with which to vaccinate their 
herds. A few veterinarians, it .is 
claimed, are buying the serum at low 
rates and selling it at considerably 
more than the prices charged by the 
stale. During the past two or three 
years hog cholera lias been so wide- 
ly spread throughout the middle west 
that all commercial and stale plants 
manufacturing hog cholera have in- 
creased their capacity to a maximum 
in order to supply 
the demand for 
their .product. Even'then it was of- 
ten 
impossible to 
serum at any price. 
secure 
reliable 


In the opinion of sanitary authori- 
ties who have most to do with hog 
cholera, the disease is much less prev- 
alent than formerly. 
Greater knowl- 
edge of the plague and its prevention 
and control, wider use of liog cholera 
serum and natural, dying out of the 
disease are' given as causes. 
Due to lessened sales and increased 
production, .some of the large 
com- 
mercial companies find they are o*"4r- 
stocked with serum. The same thing, 
in a lesser degree, is true of the staf.f» 
plants. As serum is a perishable arl- 
iacle, it is important to move surplus 
stock. 
With a large supply and slack 
demand, hog cholera serum falls 
off 
rapidly in price. 


Serum can be purchased today for 
from one-half to three-quarters of a 
cent a cubic centimeter. It takes, de- 
pending upon the size, from 15 to 100 
cubic centimeters to treat one hog.

London, Aug. 27.—-Some remarkable 
instances of surgical science have been 
brought to light during the present 
war, but the following story telling how 
a horribly mutilated soldier was "re- 
constructed from his own ruins" adds 
one more miracle 
to the 
list. A 
French newspaper correspondent was 
admitted to the Rothschild hospital 
to see for himself the miracle in ques- 
tion after the surgeons 
had com- 
pleted their work. The correspondent 
was shown, a photograph , of a man 
wounded in the French trenches. It 
was a terrible picture. The face lacked 
the lower portion of the left cheek, 
the chin had gone and also the lips 
and nose. 
While the correspondent waa look- 
ing at this appalling picture one of 
the hosQiial assistants made a sign 
to -one of the patients who was just 
going out to spend an afternoon at a 
picture show. 
• "Here is our man," said the assist-- 
ant.The correspondent stared uncompre- 
hending, but the assistant added with 
a smile, "Yes, I assure you, this is the 
patient whose photograph you have 
m your hand; 
the 
man 
who was 
brought into the hospital without his 
cheek, jaw, lips, chin 'and nose." 
The correspondent at first thought 
the assistant was fooling him, but the 
patient who was just going out bore 
few signs of the-dreadful, wounds de- 
picted in_ the photograph. 
His right 
cheek was the twin brother of his left 
cheek; he had an excellent chin; lips 
that opened in a' genial smile, and a 
nose 
of 
perfect contour. 
His face 
only bore the rapidly vanishing traces
